THE PATH OF THE STORM. 

There has been an unusual electrical dis- 
turbance here forthe past three nights. On 
Monday night there was almost an uninter- 
rupted lightning from 11 p. m., until 6 a. m. 
Tuesday night a similar condition existed, 
accompanied by heavy rains and hail, the lat- 
ter being of very narrow range. Last night 
there was another electrical storm with wind, 
heavy rain and hail. 

The Xenia storm, however, was much more 
furious. The counties of Montgomery, Clarke, 
Butler, Warren and Greene, lie adjacent in 
Obio and form an elevated plateau with but 
shallow vaileys and low hills. In these coun- 
ties are the towns of Dayton, Springfield, 
Hamilton, Lebanon and Xenia. In the east- 
ern county of Indiana, adjoining this district 
is Couriersville. Atall these places the rain 
of last night was the heaviest volume ever 
known. At Dayton it measured 4} inches in 
about three hours, Xenia was situated so as 
to get the worst results. The Shawnee river 
traverses a portion of the city adjacent to the 
Little Miami railroad, which lies lower than 
the main portion .of the city. The rail- 
road embankment rises above the general level 


of.the victims. Private subscriptions have 
already reached into the thousands.

DR. ARMSTRONG’S CASE THROWN 
OUT. 


Bishop Beckwith Sets Himself on Record as Being 
Strongly Opposed to Appellate Courts—The 
Appes) of Rev. Dr. Armstrong Roughly 
Handled—Other Notes of Interest. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 13.—[Special.j}—The 
Epiecopal convention reassembled this morn- 
ing at ten o’clock, pursuant to adjournment, 
Bishop Beckwith read the annua! address, a 
lengthy document, giving a complete record 
of his official visitations, the condition of the 
varions missions and churches. In conclading 


the bishop said: 

For some time past, certain writers in certain 
ehurch papers have been a goed deal exercised, 
and tor that reason seemed to think the ehurch a 
good deal agitated over the question of an appel- 
late court, in er to avoid the imbecility and 
consequently injustice of presbyteries sitting asa 
diocesdan ecclesiastical court, and to free the 
church from the tyranny of the bishops. It is pro- 

d that the genera! convention shall, by vote of 
a majority of the dioceses, assume a power which, 
so far as | can understand its history, does not be- 
longtoit, change a part of our form of 
ernment and create A court 
shall have power to reviery the 
action of diocesian courts. Whether that 
action touches the constitution or not, deprives no 
diocese of the power which it has had and exer- 
cised since the formation of our eclesiastical gov-

THE ARMSTRONG CASE. 

Captain Gay, of St. Philip’s, Atlanta, offered 
the following communication from Dr, Arm- 
strong: 

ATLANTA, Ga., lith May, 1556 —To the Right Rey., 
the president, the clerical and lay memb:=2rs3 of 
the diocesan convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of Georgia, to meet in Savauaah 
May 12th, 1SS6: 

You are aware that on the ground of public ru- 
mors reflecting on my ministerial and moral char- 
acter, I was tried according to the canons of this 
diccese by a court of five presbyters, and sen- 
teneed to suspension from the fuactions of the 
ministry fora period not exceeding ten years. On 
notilying me of this sentence the bishop ‘‘required 
me to show cause, if any I had, in person or by 
my counsel, in writing to him, why he should not 
approve the judgement of the court to the extent 
of the penalty named therein.” To this I ra- 
sponded, earnestly~ entreating him either 
to modify the sentence to such aie de- 
gree as his wisdom and charity might dictate, 
orto grant meanew trial. For the latter I ap- 
pealed on grounds that were at least to my own 
mind sufficiently cogent to inspire me with the 
comforting hope that the appeal would be granted. 
mp iy new evidence, and evidence that was 
adapted toexplain points of precediug evidence 
that bad seemed to be not clear, and evidence that 
some of the principal witnesses for the prosecution 
were not credible. I urged the consideration that 
the court had been divided, and thatthe sentence 
was only that of a majority of one; that it had ad- 
mitted irrelevant and illegal testimony; that some 
of its rulings were c nsgrse! | to the laws of evidence 
of the state of Georgia, and that its findings were 
uot releyant to the specifications and charges. 

‘In feply to there appeals, the bishop ‘‘ov: ed 
each ind al) the grounds of. motion and davits 
Pre tented for a new trial, holdirg all the causes 
‘hown insufficient to authorize a new trial, or de- 
lay enforcement of the judgment as rendered by 
the court; and fixed the period of suspension 
under said judgment at five years, Underthissus- 
pension..1 am now suffering. I have protested 
against. its illegality and injustice. I have made 
my protest, however, in neither the lan 3 nor 
the spivit of defiance or rebellion, but, as faras God 
gave me light, in that of Christian patience and sub- 
inission. No.onecan convict me of having spoken 
or written a harsh word, or a word iaconsistent 
with the sweet spirit of the Gospel, against éither 
the judiciary or the cxecutive concerned in my 
case. Toward my former purish, too, I have 
aeted insuch manner as I think honest minds 
mrust pronounce honorable. As soon asi biy 
could do so, after the sentence of the bishop, I 
placed my resignation in the hands of the vestry, 
thatTI wert not be chargeable to them, and that 
they might be untrammeled; while the gentlemen 
who constitute that vestry, and others of the par- 
ish who have been with me most closely, will bear 
witness that since then and all through my trials I 
have done evetything thatI could, by snggestion, 
ty sivice.and easton. for- the ation of 
t T earity, unity and yore, of the parish.

Resolved, That we decline to consider the com- 
munication, because it relates to a subject over 
which the convention has no jurisdiction, and 
that the paper be returned to Dr. Armstrong. 

Mr. Howland moved a committee to investi- 
gate the truth of the communications pub- 
l shed in THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, signed 
by Governor Ballock. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Reese, resolution 
was indefinitely postponed by nearly a uuani-

Captain J. M. Smith, of Jonesboro, is pros- 
pecting in Dublin with the view of locating 
there. Hesays that. he represents a party of 
fifteen who also desire to locate in Dublin. 
Principally among themis a gentleman from 
Atlanta, who wishes to establish a sash, door 
and blind manufactory there. He says that 
Dublin bas a bright future before her, but that 
she does not give to visitors the encourage- 
ment that she should. He also says that 
Hawkinsville does all she can to injure Dab- 
lin, but says that their opposition will not 
amount to much,as Dublin is destined to be 
the principal point on the Savannah, Dublin 
and Western railroad. 

Blanton Brown, living near Carnesville, 
sheared twenty-one pounds of wool from four 
ewes this spring. Three of the ewes are one- 
fourth merino, and the otherisof the com- 
mon scrub stock ofthe country. Mr. Brown’s 
success seems to meet the argument, that 
sheep will not do well ina pasture. He has 
kept his for a long time in a small pasture. 
They have been free from disease, and the 
yield of woolis certainly most satisfactory. 
P. C. Holbrook, a near neighbor to Mr. Brown, 
has twenty sheep, eight of which are one- 
fourth merino, and twelve are scrubs. They 
have been as well feed and cared for as Mr. 
Brown's, except they run at large. They 
yielded forty pounds of wool this spring — 
twenty pounds was sheared from the eight 
qnarter merinos, and twenty pounds from the 
twelve scrubs. 

Mr. Emory Binion, who lives near Wrights- 
boro, . brought to the office of the 
Tiomson Jourval a bunch of common swamp 
caue, or reeds, which were loaded with secd 
orgrain, almost precisely like wheat, only 
much larger. Mr. Binion says that there are 
several acres of this cane, some of which is 
bentiotbe ground with the weight of the 
heads, and he thinks that some of it would 
vield as much as a hundred bushels to the 


acre. Stock, cattle and poultry are very fond 
of it. Major Butt, of Gainesville, examined it 
and stated that it was simply the old fashion- 


ed cane goné to seed, which is a very rare oc- 
currence. Hesays that the same thing oc- 
curred gin | sBarbour county, Ala, a number 
of y ears aso. If it is possible to propagate 
this seed bearing cane it would be a wonderful 
benefit to the people. 

Mr. Wm. S. Moore, of Manasquan, N. J., has 
sent to his brother-in-law, Mr. John M. Curiis, 
of McDuffie county, a cedar shingle, taken 
from a church that was bnilt before the revoe 
lutiovary war. Thisold church is weil known 
to Mr. Curtis, from the fact that he was borin 
and raised near it, and his father and other 
relatives are buried inthe graveyard adjoin- 
ing it. Not only the roof of the building but 
the sides also were covered with shingles, and 
the one sent Mr. Curtis was taken from one of 
the outer walls. Recently the venerable 
building has been torn: down, and this sou- 
venir has been sent to Mr. Curtis as a me- 
mento. This shingle has been exposed to the 
rains and storms of farmore than a hundred 
years. The part eovered by the shingle im- 
mediately above it is of the usual thickness, 
but the portion which has been so long ex- 
posed is worn until it is as thin as card board, 
and is as lightasa piece of cork. Mr. Cartis 
will place the relic in a frame and preserve it 
as a cherished reminder of-the long ago.

ALABAMA COAL FIELDS. 


How it Was Mined at First and the Extent of 
Present Operations. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 13.—[Special.j— 
One of the extensive developments of the new 
south is the mining of coal. In this state are 
mines being opened in-which the supply 1s 
inexhaustable. 

It is estimated the three coal fields of the 
State comprise aggregating 5,500 square miles, 
which is more than a tenth area of the state, of 
which the Warrior field contains 5,000, and 
the Coosa and Cahaba fields, together 59). 
Besides these are smaller fields in the state 
not yet developed. 

The first attempt at coal mining in Alabama, 
according to eminent authority, was on a seam 
twenty-two inches thick in the vicinity of the 
state university at Tuscaloosa. In the early 
period of securing coal it was dived for in the 
waters of the rivers which drain the immonse 
deposits. The manner of diving for coal was 
bovel); a flat boat was moored parallel with the 
joints and near the edge of the coal; 
long wedge shaped crow-bars were 
driven into the seams by means of mauls han- 
dled by men in the boat, when a ledge of 

about two fect was loosened in this way acro3s 
the seam three men dived together and lifted 
the coal bodily to the surface and placed it in 
the beat. It is estimated six hundred tons of 
ccal was secured from cight to fifteen feet un- 


der the water. 


DAILY OUTPUT OF COAL.

The quality of coal is 
equal to the best coal of other sections, 
and is es; pecially adapted for manufacturing 
purposes. ltis estimated there are ten thous- 
“Ld miners in the state who average twenty- 
five cents a ton for mining coal. The best 
miners are Scotch who are hard workers and 
talk little. They are good eaters and live well, 
spending nearly ali their earnings for food. 
Their chief diet is rare beef with beer, of 
which they drink lots. They believe in chi!- 
dren and bave lots of them. The Welsh miner 
is among the best in the world, bat they are 
few in Alabama. Next to the Scotch miner 
the English rank and do hard work. Their 
food consists of plim pudding and the finest of 
every articie of food. They drink much ale 
when it is to be had and raise lots of children. 
French miners live high and eat beef ala 
mode, garlic,mushrooms and drink lots of wine. 
They are good miners and talk a great deal, 
but are not understood so well. They have 
few children. The Irish are hard workers and 
good miners, They eat like the English and 
have plenty of children. They talk a great 
deal and have always a witty and a ready an- 
swer. ° 
THE MINERS WHO STRIKE. 

The Hungarian miner is not wanted when 
other labor can be secured. They have bad 
reputations as-strikers and always give trouble. 
The Germans are good workers, and have any 
quantity of babies. They are great lovers of 
music and sour kraut. They talk a great deal, 
but only tothemselves, The Cornish miner 


is a good one for rock work. 
They live like iinglishmen. They 
are loud talkers and_ “raise lots of 
chiléren, They are good singers and like lots 
of music. The American miner is a good per- 
sistent. He is more delicate than other 


miners, but works as hard and has fewer ba- 
bies. The negro is indispensible to the coal 
mines. They become experts as drivers and 
chainers, Thework does not require brains, 
and they do splendidly. ‘heir chief idea of 
life istoeat. Their everyday food consists of 
corn bread and fat bacon, while for Sunday 
they eat the finest éanned goods they can buy. 
The negro does not have as many babies as the 
foreigner. The strongest miner is the Scotch; 
they are also the tallest. The English are the 
Shortest built. The American is the most 
slender. 
COAL COMPANIES CONSOLIDATION, 

February llth the coal companies of the 
Warrior coal fields met in Birmingham for the 
purpose of forming a consolidation. ‘Tiere 
were 244,700 acres represented. Judge F. A. 
Gamble, of Walker county, was elected 
ehairman; J. 3B. Killebrew, of Nashe 
vile, & crotary. It was estimated that 
50,000 acres of land are still held by individual 
owners, which is scattered all over the coantry 
in small patches. There are 523,000 acres in 
Walker county, of which 400,009 are good coal 
lands,

Exposing An Absurdity. 

At a meeting of friends of General Gordon 
in this city on yesterday, to perfect organiza- 
tion in his interest, over half those present, 
by actual count, were prominent supporters 
of Norwood inthe Coljquitt-Norwood cam- 
paign. The chairman was Dr, R. D. Spal- 
ding, one of the ablest of the anti-Colquitt 
leaders—the secretary, Mr. Smith, one of 
the most active of Norwood men. ‘The first 
speaker was ex-Governor Smith, the leader 
of Bacon’s forces in the last convention, and 
fov years the head and front of the anti-Col- 
quitt movement. The next was Mr. Walter 
Brown, the chairman of the Norwood cam- 
paign committee. And soon through the 
list of the most notable anti-Colquitt men of 
the past six years. 

A short time ago these gentlemen were 
praised as the pure and incorruptible ele- 
ment of state politics. They were the salt 
that was to leaventhe wholelump. No 
praise was too strong for them. Now they 
are abused as ‘‘the Atlanta ring’’ that is cor- 
rupting the politics of the state and putting 
shame on the commonwealth. <A few short 
months ago the Bacon organs avouched them 
2s high-minded patriots—now, they are de- 
nounced as ringsters. Whoever is not for 
Bacon belongs to “the ring.’’ Notwith- 
standing the fact that his leading opponents 

ave fought the alleged ‘“‘Atlantaring”’ with 
firmness and ability, the moment they op- 
pose Bacon they, themselves, are ‘‘the At- 
Janta ring.”’ 

The truth is, the people are for Gordon. 
This is why you find the old Colyuitt-Nor- 
wood lines wiped out whenever you strike a 
Gordon meeting. The superb character of 
Gordon attracts all cliques and factions, and 
is gathering a support that comes nearer 
uniting all elements of the party in this state 
than has been seen since Governor Smith left 
the governor’s chair. That is why he and 
his friends ask for primary elections, so that 
the voice of the people may be heard. And 
that is why the friendsof Major Bacon op- 
pose primaries and are straining every nerve 
to hurry up their little courthouse meetings 
before Gordon in get before the people. 


* Pandora’s Box”? and the People. 

As an interested and sympathetic specta- 
tor of the gubernatorial campaign that is 
now going on in Georgia, THE CONSTITU- 
TION observes with genuine regret, a grow- 
ing tendency on the part of some of the 
more prominent supporters of Mr. Bacon to 
flont the idea that the people have any par- 
ticular interest in the selection of delegates, 
or in the nomination of a candidate for gov- 
ernor. This is, of course, a bold and blunt 
method of interpreting a tendency, but it 
can be interpreted in no other way. 

Take, for instance, the following from the 
Albany News and Advertiser : ‘‘ The Atlanta 
combination proposes to dictate how the 
people shall select their delegates.’’ And 
this, from the same source: ‘‘ Those who 
advise primary elections, certainly have no 

-practical conception of the harm they dre 
inciting. It is a perfect Pandora’s box turn- 
ed loose in a community.”’ The Talbotton 
New Era also remarks: ‘‘ General Gordon 
preposes to take the stump for the nomina- 
tion—a thing heretofore unheard of. He 
and his friends also propose to dictate to the 
people how they shall select their delegates 
to the convention.’’ 

As both the News and Advertiser and the 
New Era are the avowed partisans of Mr. 
Bacon, it may be taken for granted that this 
bold opposition to primary elections is to be 
a delinite part of the programme. This isto 
be regretted for many reasons, but we opine 
that the people, when they open their eyes 
to the remarkable fact, will be moved less 
by feelings of regret than by emotions of 
amazement. As for the ‘‘dictation’’ alluded 
to by our esteemed contemporaries, it is suf- 
ficient to say that any man, candidate or 
partisan, high or low, great or humble, who 
is afraid to trust to the decision of the people 
at the polls, ought to be dictated to, and that 
ina very peremptory manner. The dicta- 
tion, however, ought to come from the people. 

The sentiments expressed by the Albany 
News and Advertiser are indeed extraordi- 
nary in this day and age. Our contempora- 
ry holds that primary elections are a ‘ per-

To be thoroughly miserable aman must be 
a millionaire. 

Ordinary mortals have their troubles, but 
they are few and trifling by the side of those 
which afflict the millionaire. 

When a man piles up his wealth, until he 
counts bis millions by scores, he begins to 
realize that this world is all a fleeting show. 
His life is a lonely one, although it may be 
passed in the ‘‘madding crowd.’’ He knows 
that his kinsmen secretly long for his death, 
that the poor heap curses upon his head, and 
that desperate conspirators bide their time 
with a dagger in one hand and a torch in the 
other. 

All of these uniortunate men admit in 
their candid moments that if they could live 
their lives over again they would seek hap- 
piness by a different pathway. In an oft- 
hand talk the other day, Senator Hearst, the 
rugged old Crisus from the Pacitic coast, 
frankly said : 

if lhad itto do over again I wouldn’t be rich. 
There isn’t much satisfaction after all in being a 
millionaire. Your money brings a lot of people 
about you, but I believe you are better off not 
knowing them. My idea of real enjoyment is dif- 
ferent from this. If I was starting again I’d go 
I'd locate insome 
fertile, well-sheltered valley in the mountains, get 
a hundred and sixty acres and raise chickens, Just 
think of the satisfaction of getting up in the morn- 
ing and going out in the splendid clear air and 
looking after the ecoops. And just think of sitting 
down to a six-weeks old chicken fried, with corn 
bread and coffee. That is what I call genuine 
comfort. 

They all talk that way. They want the 
world to understand that they would like to 
be good fellows, would like to give and re- 
ceive their share of human sympathy, but, 
owing to circumstances over which they have 
no contro], they are under the ban and can’t 
change the existing order of things. It is 
all very sad, but they are holding on to their 
millions all the same, and, so far from heed- 
ing these warning examples, most of our 
misguided young men are doing their level 
best to become warning examples themselves.

On account of this one 
man’s alleged grievances thousands of men 
struck, and for two months paralyzed trade 
and travel and numerous industries in four 
or five states. The strike resulted in no 
benefit to anybody.

It seems to me thatin these circumstances the 
Protestants of Ireland, especially my Presbyteriau 
friex.ds, Should accept the situation and fight the 
battle onthe new ground which they are con- 
‘trained to ocoupy. In doing so they wil! have the 
approva! of the world, certainly of the American 
people. Exgland and Scotiand will be committed, 
and be botind, todefend them by all the powers 
which Great Britain still reserves to herself. I be- 
lieve the Presbyterian church is placed in Ireland 
for a great purpose, and she may find that she is 
able to propagate the pure ible truth more efiect- 
ively under the new system, when the prejadices 
of the Catholies are subducd, than under tie old, 
when they were all armed against them. 

Dr. John Hall supperts the views of Dr. 
McCosh, and so do many other leading Pres- 
byterian divines. Dr. Hal) is an Ulster man. 
Such men are as apt to look at the question 
with impartiality, sound judgment and 
breadth of view as the authors of the Ulster 
appeal. The latter are affected by the heat 
of the conflict.

clearly. 


The Fishery Complication. 

The senate and the house are fretting 
themselves over the seizure of an American 
fishing vessel in Canadian waters, and pres- 
ently the president «and the cabinet will be 
worrying with the question. By way of re- 
taliation, a bill has been introduced in both 
houses of congress limiting the commercial 
vessels of foreign countries in ports of the 
United States to such purposes as are aceord- 
ed to American vessels in tle ports of sach 
foreign countries. 

Whatever complications may arise in re- 
gard to the seiz ire of the American vessel by 
the Canadian authorities, they are likely to 
be settled peaceably. Canada, for her part, 
cannot afford to invite an armed invasion, 
and the United States, for their part, cannot 
afford to have their seaboard cities placed at 
the mercy of English war vessels. 

Tothe inaction of congress may be traced 
such complications as are likely to arise, for 
the treaty that is now binding on the two 
countries is sixty years old—out of date and 
forgotten. The fisheries question has always 
been a vexed one. The New Englanders 
want all the fish there is in the sea, and the 
Canadians want all ; so there is a considera- 
ble dispute. 

Meanwhile, wouldn’t it be well for con- 
gress to turn its serious attention to the sug- 
gestions made by Mr. Tilden relative to im- 
proving the armament and fortifications of 
our seaboard? The suggestions are those of 
a statesman who, wise even in his youth, has 
gathered additional wisdom from experience. 
There is no predicting at what moment some 
complication or other may drive us to-war 
with some foreign government. Our seacoast 
cities are defenseless, and our entire seaboard 
would be at the mercy of any foe witha 
powerful navy. 

Let congress take into consideration these 
facts. It would be far better to vote money 
for putting our seacoast fortifications into 
condition than to make appropriations for 
the thousand and ove jobs that appear to 
have won the interest of our congressmen. 
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THE death of George H. Butler in Washing- 
ton deprives journalism of one of its most 
brijiiant and useless members. It would have 
been better for Butler and _ his friends if he 
had died twenty yearsago. Few young men 
ever entered life under more promising auspi- 
ces.

Butler’s dissipation was more than 
she could stand. For adozen years or more 
this unfortunate man has been swinging be- 
tween Washington and New York, one day in 


the gutter, and the next in an editorial sanc- | 


tum. When at his best his talk and his 
writings sparkled with wit and satire. Even 
to the very last hispen wasin demand, and 
friends were always willing to lend hima 
helping hand. But the man had no will pow- 
er. What he swore one day not todo he was 
absolutely cerfain to do the next. His life 
was a succession of sprees, and it ended at the 
age of forty-six.

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Reminiscences—Why the City is Prosperous 
—Work of the Methedist Conference. — 

RicHMOND, Va, May 12.—{Special Cor.]— 
Richmond on the James has changed wonderfully 
since I came here twenty-five years ago, with the 
Troup Artillery, from Athens, Handsome brick 
residences have gone up allover the city. We 
camped at that time near the reservoir, where Lil 
lian Mediscn was drowned afterwards. Instead of 
vscant lots and fields for drilling, you now find 
dwellings in every direction, with parks here aad 
there for the enjoyment of the people. 

The most familiar lookur g places to me were the 
Exchenge Lotel, the old market and the Gordons- 
ville depot. These look just as they did when the 
boys in gray were here. What memories came to 
me as 1 walked Main street! Twenty- 
five years ego I marched up .- this 
street at the head of as gallant a band as ever 
wentto war. That band illustrated Georgia on 
nearly every battle field in Vi:ginia. Many ol 
them are buried in Virginia's soil, having sealed 
with their lives their devotion to the confederacy. 

Riebmond is one of the handsomesi cities intais 
country. Its drives are superb. 

Monumental church, on Broad street, still stands 
to tell the sad_story of the burning of the Rich- 
mond theairé, where so many of Virginia’s sons 
and daughters lost their lives in 1815. 

I visited St. John’s church, which is preserved as 
it was a hundred years ago. I had the pleasure of 
standing on the spot where Patrick Henry 
stcod and uttered those memorable words: 
“Give me liberty or give me death!’ The stone 
house on Main street which was once the head- 
quarters of Washington, is still the little old quaint 
building that it was a-eentury ago. 

Libby prison is still standing, although a few 
dajs ago the floors fellin. It does nuvot look half 
as large to me as it did during the war when it 
was tull of blue coat prisoners. Every corner aad 
every street is full of interest to me. 

I visited Holiyweod cemetery. The confederate 
monument isa pyramid of stones and wil! stand 
for ages. Ceneral J. E. B. Stewart has a beautiful 
monument erected to his memory. 

There is bo monument to tell where General A, 
P. Hillis sleeping. The grave of Join Randolph, 
of Roanoke, is here, with a handsome monument. 
His lot is only |marked ,with a border of stones on 
one of which his name is inscribed. This gallant 
Virginian ought to havea monument erected to 
his memory. Georgians remember him as a knight 
that was as gallant and brave as the white-plumed 
Henry of Navarre. 

President Tyler’s grave isonly agreen mound. 
Why isit that Americans are given to neglecting 
their honored aead? 

The soldiers’ home is a place of interestto all 
Strangers. Itisinthe suburbsof Richmond and is 
a beautiful situation. AsI drove by and saw the 
gallant old confedcrates sitting happy and com- 
fortablein front of their homes, I couldn't help 
from raising my hat to these heroes and 
thanking my Makerthat one state at least appre- 
Ciated the men who wore the gray. May the time 
s00n come when every southern siate will havea 
home for the disabled confederate veterans, 

Richmond is prosperous, and she owes her pros- 
perity to the railroads. I am told that the freight 
ou a barrel of flour from the west is only twenty- 
five eents. That magnificent system, the Rich- 
mond and Danville, stretches far into the 
south and gives the Richmond merchants such 
reasonable rates that they can ship goods to Atlau- 
ta’s very door. lf Atlanta had only one such road, 
no city in this country would equal her in pros- 
perity.

The vapid character of the reading mater furnish- 
ed fails to interest or enthuse the readers, aud this 
loss of interest leads to loss of patronage, which 
means less money to the publisher. The best pa- 
persin the state are those published in those 
places whieh have nothiug to do with ‘‘patent out- 
sides,”’

At the same time 
there is an unquestionable tendency, in the use of 
the “patent outsides’ to lower the standard from 
the position which it should otherwise maintain. 

The patent matter which the country papers, 
and indeed many city papers, now so generally 
use, issupplied without reference to local fitness. 
It is steroty pe matter bought by the yard and it is 
much cheaper than to fill the same place with 
type. Single firms are enabled to sell it very cheap. 
ly on account of the large amount of it used. Thus 
it is, that where formerly, the editor and his assist- 
ants were compelled to depend upon their own 
exertions,there was a greater spice of local interest 
about his work, which disappears to a large ex 
tentin the use of this foreign matter, the only 
requisite in the use of which is to know how to saw 
it off to fit the columns of the paperinto which it 
finds its way. 


There are manyof the country papers of the 
State, hpwever, which donot use it, and almost 
witbout exception they are found to be the fore- 
most ofthe weekly press of the-tate. There is 
scarcely a doubt but that the effect of its use is in- 
jurious, and is at once observed by the geveral 
reader. 


In reference tothe meeting ofthe -tate execu- 
tive committee, and its action ax to the election of 
delegates tothe gubernatorial convention by pri- 
maries, a well posted gentleman said yesterday:

The Claims of Gordon and Bacon Thoroughly Dis-— 


cussed Extracts From State Papers--The. Ba- 
‘eon Demonstration in Augusta—How 
ex-Governor Boynton was Greeted, 


The Marietta Journal, in an admirably 
written cditorial, exhausts the whele subject be- 
tween Gordon and Bacon thus: 

“There are two avowed candidates now before 
the people for the democratic nomination forg 
ernor—Hon. A. 0.

The Cartersville Courant has thistosay of what 
it calls the “farce’’ enacted in Clake county: 

Clarke county is reported to have last week se- 
lected delegates to the gubernatorial convention 
which has not yet been called. This is the way 
they did it: Forty-one persons met in the court- 
house at Athens. They selected their chairman. 
Some one moved thatthe chairman appoint a com- 
mittee to select the names of the delegates to the 
gubernatorial convention. The chairman did this 
and the committee went into aback room aud soon 
yeturned with a list of twenty-five names to repre- 
sent the county of Clarke in the anticipated con- 
yention. This action was opposed by sixteen out 
of the forty-one persons present. So that, it would 
seem, that only the delegates favored the plan. 
How is this representing the will of the people? 
How many of the Clarke county farmers were at 
that convention? How many of the business men of 
that grand old county had a voice in that meet- 
ing? 

AS this meeting was organized by the friends of 
Major Bacon, it is presumed that it was in his in- 
terest, and that the delegates’*thus chosen will ad- 
vocate his nomination in the state convention.

While no candidate should dictate to 
the party management how they should run the 
machine, yet if the only.two candidates should 
unite on this og: of letting the people speak. the 
result would that the popular choice for gov- 
ernor would get the nomination. 

The following note from Polk county ‘is sugges- 
tive: ‘In 1868 General Gordon addressed our peo- 
ple here. From that day tothis there is no office 
that our county would not overwhelmingly give 
bim. Every follower of Simmons in this county 
bas gone solid for Gordon.” 

Mr. H. R. Cook, of Themasville, writes that a 
Bacon man and Gordon man were diseussing the 
popularity of these gentlemen on a passenger train 
on the Savannah, Florida and Western road, and 
finally agreed to leave it to-thecar. The result was 
25 for Gordon and 1 for Bacon.

How a City Editor and a Brass Band En- 
thused the Strangers. 


AvaustA, Ga.. May 13.--Editors Constitu- 
tion: Afterthe excitement and hurrah over the 
freman’s parade and contest, I strolled up. Broad 
street about,8:60 p.m. te enjoy a cool and quiet 
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citement and hurrah wasover forthe day. .

When 
this mighty concourse of represeat- 
ative citizens of Richmond county (live 
negro boys, Tennille brass band and the afore- 
mentioned city editor) had marched from tne 
Chrenicle office to the Central hotel, it stopped, 
the band played a lively air, and the now a 
tous and Diep cheb eames. else city editor 
exclaimed in a stentorian voice, which made the 
welkin ring, ‘Bacon!’ Some one of the idlers 
who were sitting in front of the hotel, re echoed 
“Bacon,” respouded to by the city editor with the 
electric shout ‘‘Bacon.”’ At this momentous crisis, 
of what they say must necessarily prove to bea 
bitter and aerimonious campaign, the stalwart 
form of the man geditor of the Chronicle ap- 
ared upon the baleony; and announced to the 
alf hundred true and tried ones (who had gath- 
ered to hear thesweet strains of music) that, in re- 
sponse to this spontaneous call of the democracy of 
Richmond, Major Bacon would address the crowd 
from the platform in the middle of Broad street. 

At this announcement, the ‘‘band” of noble 
patriots walked to the platiorm, where Major Bacen 
was introduced by Mayor May.

his own into a position where he must run for 
governor, or lose his self-respect. To be beaten 
out of a position into which he had come by pro- 
motion, in lessthan three months after he had 
entered it, would mean his political overthrow. 

He.was not in the 
race. There was no reason for his running ex- 
cept his personal ambition. He could have wait- 
ed with perfect grace until the expiration of Gov- 
ernor Boynton’s term and thus prevented that 
gentleman fromthe humiliation of being turned 
out of x place into which he had gone through no 
ambition of his own.

A Notable Opinion. 
From the Waterbury, Conn., American. 

A letter from the Hon. Ellis Phelan, now 
of this city but lately of Montgomery and secreta- 
ry of state of Alabama, published in our esteemed 
local contemporary, the Republican, is worthy of 
as wide circulation as it can obtain. It is a fair, 
timely, temperate and almost unprejudiced com- 
mentary on the social and political phenomena 
which appeared inthe southern city, which was 
his home, during the recent visit of Jefferson 
Davis, ‘The object that called forth this immense 
gathering,”’ says Mr. Phelan, ‘was 
one that appealed to the hearts and 
sympathies of every father, mother, brother 
and sister, for it must be remembered that Ala- 
bama sentthe very flower of her young men to 
the war, and that there was scarcely a solitary 
home which did not mourn for at ieast one, and 
often more. But that these ceremonies, or the 
marks of respect and devotion to the chief 
actor in all these terrible times and sccnes 
mean anything else than love and devotion 
to the memory of Alabama’s dead, and _ per- 
sonal honor to those who were true to them in 
life,I do not believe. No people ever suffered 
more than the southern people in loss of life, to 
say nothing of property. The southern soldiers 
know too well the horrors and hardships of war; 
they accepted the terms of the surrender, and felt 
that they were magnanimous and worthy of a 
great government and of the hero that formulated 
them.”’ We do not believe there isa patriotism so 
intense or a partisanship so bitter as to hones. ly 
deny the facts or quarrel with the sentiments of 
that paragraph. Those that] follow will b2{found 
of equal sobriety of temper and soundness of 
sense: 

Since then there have been great changes for the 
better. The new south has sprung into existence. 
While it erects monuments to the confederate dead, 
it builds furnaces, rolling mills, cotton factories 
and railroads for t living. North Alabamaisa 
specimen of the new south, In1872 there were very 
few railroads, and the production of iron and c9a! 
was comparatively nothing. Now that section is 
traversed by railroads in every direction and its 
output of iron, coal and coke makes Alabama the 
third or fourth state in- ihe production 
of these articles, and places the people 
there in full sympathy with the protection theory 
of the government, and that section is bound to 
control the political destiny of Alabama, These 
improvements have been aided and encouraged 
by northern men personally and by northern capi- 
tal. The business interests of the two sections 
were never upon a better footing or upon more en- 
during foundations. The change of gauge upon 
all the railroads in the seutH, to be made June lst 
next, shows this. 

The southern soldiers represented the better ele- 
ment ofthe south. It would have been impossible 
to have rehabilitated the south without their aid. 
There never was any cause of estrangement be- 
tween the sections, exccpt the slavery question; 
that being removed, there is no place for section- 
aliem in our government. The republican party 
saw the wisdoin of inyiting southern soldiers to 
participate in the government, and every cabinet 
since 1565 bas had one or more in it, and Mr. 
Cleyeland bas shown wisdom in deing the same 
thing. Lamar is atypical man of the new south— 
eulogizing Sumner, and flying the flag at half mast 
for Jacob Thompson. 

There is one question that ought to receive the 
indulgent criticism of the north, and that is the 
negro problem, socially and politically. When we 
see a community controlled by northern men, who 
have been taught from their infancy the inalien- 
able — of man, refusing the few Chineseamong 
them the right to live, simply because they inter- 
fere with their business interests, what shall we 
expect of a people who have in some states 
more blacks than whites? And mark this— 
the negroes are as much or more foreign to 
the white race than the Chinese race. That they 
haye not been so very badly treated, their pres- 
en condition and their great increase since the 
war prove. They are not a timid race and they 
appreciate educational advantages. The new 
south wishes them to be educated, and earnestly 
hopes that national aid tothe cause of education 
imthe south will be granted. I believe this prob- 
lem will be worked out successfully, but it will 
only be by people practicing as well as preaching 
the golden rule. 

Comment is scarcely called for. Our sympathy 
in general with the views here expressed are al- 
ready well known. The south, with its face to 
the morning, is steadily winning the respect and 
confidence of the country, and putting further and 
further away the prejudices of the past. When it 
locks back a moment to do honor to its sacred 
memories we cannot deny it the privilege, and 
can at the worst only smile at tl e inconsistency by 
which Jeff Davis, talking to people who live under 
the union flag, proclaims the undying nature of 
the principle of ‘‘southern liberty,’’ which in his 
mind is represented by the confederate flag under 
which he stands alone. We take Mr. Phelan’s con- 
firmation of our view that the Davis episode is only 
an incidentof the celebration, and his words are not 
significant. He is the scarcely living representa- 
tive of ideas that are dead; not as such was he 
exalted. But as the survivor of thousands of dead 
heroes whose memories are still green in southern 
households, as the reminder of the strnggles and 
sacrifices of a war that was terribly destructive in 
ali these homes, he was welcomed with sentimen- 
talabandon. Under the golden rule, to which Mr 
Phelan appeals, it passes and is past.

Of the “Stabat Mater’ too much cannot be 
said; no meed of praise is too great. The 
“Stabat Mater’ is one of the greatest of mel- 
cdic compositions. The first six numbers 
were composed in 1832 at the request of a 
friend’ and the work was completed in 
1839. The first complete per- 
formance was given. in Faris in 
1842. Thetextisone of the ancient Latin 
hymns, famous for its vivid and beautiful de- 
scription of the scene of the crucifixion. Al- 
though Rossini’s fame rests chiefly on his op- 
eras, this work has probably more than any 
other, served to extend his fame abroad, and 
will undoubtedly survive many of his now fa- 
wiliar operatic works. 

The quartettes throughout were sung by 
Miss Clara E. Babcock, soprano; Miss Jennie 
Slee, contralto; Mr. Alex. W. Smith, tenor, and 
Mr. Sam. M. Burbank, bass. 

The “Cojus Animan,” was sung by Mr. 
Smith with expression, tenderness and grace. 
Miss Babeock and Miss Slee rendered the duet 
“quis est Homo” exceedingly well, and eg- 
denced thorough training inthe vocalization. 
The solos by Messrs. Burbank 
and Hinman were extremely good while the 
quartettes were admirably interpreted.

VIEWS ON THE INTER-STATECOM- 
MERCE BILL. 


A Talk with Mr. A. C. Briscoe, Secretary of the Bail. 
road Commission,on the Cullom Bill-A Talx 
With Mr. CA. Sindal), of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Associstion. 


The announcement that the Cullom inter- 
state commerce bill had passed the senate cre- 
ated considerable interest in the city yester- 
day. All the provisions of the bill are not yet 
known, but the telegrams in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION showed the measure passed by the 
senate was a very vigorous move against the 
present manner of controlling and managing 
railroads, 

Quite a number of people thought the bill 
provided that freight rates should be a certain 
sum “per ton per mile;’’ that is the rates should 
be based on distance just 
as passenger rates are now man- 
aged, For instance, if a certain amount of 
freight is carried one thousand miles for one 
hundred dollars, it shall be carried five hun- 
dred miles for fifty dollars. 

Mr. A. C. Briscoe, secretary of the railroad 
commission, has a practical knowledge of 
railroad business. He said in answer to a 
question: 

“T bave not seen the entire bill, but, jadg- 
ing from what I have seen, I do not under- 
stand that it proposes a rate of so much per 
ton per mile. The language in reference to a 
longer or a shorter haul does not mean that. 
Section 4 of the bill means, for instance, that 
the road shall not charge more for hauling 
goods from 

CINCINNATI TO ATLANTA 
than they do from Cincinnati to Savannah. It 
is a longer haul from Cincinnati to Savannah 
then from Cincinnati to Atlanta, and the bill 
proposes that the longest haul shall pay the 
most money’ The bill provides that in special 
cases permission ay be granted roads to meet 
water competition by violating this general 
rule as to longer and shorter hauls.” 


baul than for a long haul?” 

_ “They do. The rate from Ohio river points 
is less to Savannah than to Atlanta, On Sa. 
vannah freight the roads haul further and get 
less than on identically the same freights 
coming to Atlanta.’ There isa rate of nine- 
teen cents from Nashville to Savaniiah, and 
yet goods come rattling along the same tracks 
to Atlanta, and because they are to stop in 
this city they have to pay four cents more 
than if they were to go clear on through to 
Savannah. We are about half way and yet 
we have to pay a higher rate for our shorter 
haul. The rate from Chattanooga to Savan- 
nab on one class of freight is 69 cents, and 
from Atlanta to Savannah the rate is the 
same. That is simply annihilating distance.” 

PER TON PER MILE. 

“Do you think overy mile should count for 
the same, as is true of passonger fares?” 

“I donot. No railroad of any consequence 
could stand such a policy, and it would 
paralyze commerce; but I do think every mile 
should count for something. The rate should 
be shaved down from the starting point to the 
stepping point, the first mile paying the high- 
est rate and the last mile paying the lowest 
rate, but all paying something.”’ 

“That policy,” added Mr. Briscoe, “gives to 
every city its natural advantages, and yet 
brings the different sections of the country so 
close togethor that the people may enjoy the 
products of our common country without pay- 
ing freight rates that make necessites hecome 
luxuries.” 

MR. SINDALL’S VIEWS. 

Mr. C. A. Sindall, secretary of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association, said: 

“I understand the bill provides that rates 


one mile shall count just as much as another 
mile. Thatisabsurd. I don’t believe con- 
grees is going to pass any suchabill. If that 
is the policy of the country, the sooner we get 
back to ox-carts and stages the better. I am 
notso sure that the state of Georgia would 
not,be better off if a prohibitary freight rate 
should shut out western produce and provis- 
ions from the Georgia farmers, I tell you now 
there is not a railroad in existenee that could 
run if it should be forced to charge the same 
rate for short distances that it charges for long 
distances,” 

“But,” said the reporter, “the rate on bacon 
from the Ohio river points to Savannah is 35 
cents, while the roads charge Atlanta 36 cents 
to stop their bacon here.” 

“The rail rate to Savannah is seven cents 
more than the water rate. At that figure the 
roads share the business with the steamboats. 
If the rate was more than seven cents we 
would get none of the business and conse- 
quently none of the money. We would, there- 
fore, have to 

RAISE THE ATLANTA RATE 
to thirty-nine or forty cents and that, too, 
without disturbing Savannah, for she would 
still have her low rate by water. If the 
Cullom bill forces the roads to make rates that 
shut them out of business to water points, 
then the roads will have to make up on the 
interior towns. ‘To make rates based on the 
distance hauled is to give all the busi- 
ness to the shortest lines, and 
thus competition is destroyed. Under 
the association’s plan the lowest possible rate 
is fixed and the shortest line does not havea 
monopoly, but all do hauling. As proof of the 
success of the plan, I may say that when the 
aseociation started, the rate from New 
York to Atianta was $1.00 0r $1.95 and itis 
now $1.14, and has been for two years. The 
rates are fixed and the roads and the patrons 
know whattocounton. It is far better to 
have a regular rate than to have the haphaz- 
zard rates that freight wars produce. The 
people pay for rate wars. Cut rates do not 


meanapy real good and thereis no dancing 
without some one pays for the fiddling.” 
THE PRESENT PLAN. 

“Do you think the present plan of manag: 
ing railroads isthe best?’ 

“I do. The present plan is the result of 
long years of study. Other schemes may look 
well on paper, may fit particular cases well 
enough, but when you begin to apply the new 
rules you will find many unexpected diflicul- 
ties in the way. A rate that will make one 
business may paralyze another. When an at- 
tempt is made to uproot all the plans of the 
roads, which have been matured so carefully, 
some very knotty problems will be encoun- 
tered. The railroads have tried every known 
plan and the present plan has proved the 
best.” 

A NATIONAL COMMISSION. 

“Do you favor a national commission ?”’ 

“T would not object, if it was advisory as the 
Massachusetts commission is. That is the 
favorite commission with the railroads, and, 
although it has been in existence longer than 
the ‘poo!,’ the railroads have, without excep- 
tion, put on the rates that the Massachusetts 
commission advised.”’ 

“How is it that hardware is-shipped from 
Chattanooga to Eiberton at a much lower rate 
than from Atlanta to Eiberton ? 

“That grows out ofa conflict in classifica- 
tions which will nodoubt be remedied soon. 
On geods shipped from Chattanooga the as- 
sociation classification is used, while on goods 
shipped from Atlanta the commission’s classi- 
fication is used and a higher rate is allowed.”’ 

“I think,” added Mr. Sindall as the reporter 
started out. “I think Senator Brown hit it 
about right.”

HIS ARRIVAL IN ATLANTA LAST 
NIGHT, 


Accompanied by Bishop Moore and Bev. Fathers 
Rebman and Kiely—Their Reception at the 
Depot by a Committee—The Programms 
for Today and Sunday Next. 


When the Air-Line*train drew into the anion 
passenger depot last night, at ten o'clock, it 
found assembled there a large number of our 
Catholic felloW-sitizens, who were present to 
do honor to the arrival of Right Reverend 
Thomas H. Becker, the newly appointed bishop 
of the seeof Savannah. The Pullman sleeper 
was entered by the committee appointed the 
night before, headed by Dr. R. D. Spalding, 
together with Rev. Father McCarthy, Rev. 
Father McMahon, Rev. Father Semmes, of 
Maccn, and others. The cheery face of Rev. 
Father Rebman was at once observed, and he 
at once introduced the committee to the 
bishop, exhibiting a remarkable mem- 
ory of names and faces. Bishop 
Moore, of Florida, was also present, as well as 
Rev. Father Kiely. Father Kiely isa brother 
ofthe late American minister to Austria, 
whose rejection by the Hapsburg court created 
such a sensation at the time. 

After the introductions were over, the 
reverend gentlemen were escorted to car- 
riages in waiting, and driven around to the 
parochial residence on Hunter street. The 
house was illuminated and tastefully ar- 
ranged. The bishops were escorted into the 
general reception room where a reception of 
half an hour was held. For each one who was 
presented Bishop Becker had a pleasant word 
or incident to relate. Notwithstanding the 
lateness of the hour there were a number of 
ladies present. The impression made upon all 
by the bishop was very favorable. He won at 
once the hearts of all who met him. Bishop 
Becker is somewhat low of stature, full set, 
dark complexioned, with a prominent nose. 
Hi» manner is kindly, his voice persuasive and 
hi ‘ace is always smiling. 

} shop Becker will celebrate mass this 
mc.uving in the church of the Immaculate 
Conception. Bishop Moore will also celebrate 
mass at the same bour. 

At 9 o’clock this morning Bishop Becker 
will receive callers at the priest's house on 
Hunter street. Citizens generally are invited 
to call and make the acquaintance of the right 
reverend gentleman. At 11 o’clock a musicale 
will be given by the students of the academy 
of the Sisters of Mercy, at which the bishop 
will be present. 

At two o’clock in the afternoon the commit- 
tee will call upon their guests and drive them 
over.the city. Bishop Becker has often heard 
of Atlanta, and it is hoped that he may be in- 
duced to make Atlanta his see instead of Sa- 
vannah. The party will take the six p. m. 
Central train for Savannah, the Central having 
generously made special arrangements for their 
comfort. 

The installation of Bishop Becker will take 
place in Savannah on Sunday at 10:30 o’clock, 
in the cathedral. The ceremony will be very 
impressive. The keysofthe church will be 
given to the new bishop by Bishop Moore on 
the outside, and Bishop Becker will enter as 
pastor. As Bishop Becker is the author of the 
ritual of the archidiocese, he is very particular 
that the ceremonies should be followed, and 
has instructed Father Cafferty to make 
such preparation a3 will. ensure 
all the grandeur and impressiveness that the 
Catholic church places around her ceremories. 
3ishop Becker will celebrate pontifical high 
mass, with Father Cafferty as assistant priest; 
Father lL. Bazin as master of ceremonies; Rev. 
W. A. McCarthy as assistant master of ceremo- 
nies. Bishop Moore will deliver the sermon. 
All of the sodalities of the different 
churches in the city as well as_ the 
temperance societies, the Catholic Library as- 
sociation and the Catholic Knights of America, 
will attend ina body. There will be nv out- 
door procession, the societies merely taking 
their seats in the cathedral.

| He Gets Four Years for Cutting Engiand’s 
Throat. : 


Wiil Malone was given four years in the 
Georgia penitentiary, yesterday, a3 a punish- 
ment for his assault upon Eagland, several 


months ago. ae 

Malone is now in the Fulton county jail. 

The jury in the case retired yesterday morn- 
ing afte: the attorneys had concluded their 
atgument and made a verdict in a very short 
time. When the bedy re-entered the court 
room Malone was present, and with a

scanned the jurors closely as they filed into 
the room. When the jary was seated the 
court asked: 

“Gentlemen, have you agreed upon 3 ver- 
‘ dict?” 

“We have,’ answered the foreman. 

“Do you find the prisonér guilty or not 
guilty?” 

“Guilty” answered the foreman. 

Asthejury answered the questions pro- 
pounded, Malone watched the body closely 
and when the foreman replied to the last 
question, acomplete change came over the 
prisoner’s face. He had ertdently been 

EXPECTING AN ACQUITTAL, 
creat least a mistrial, and when the word 
“suilty’’ dropped from the foreman’s lips Ma- 
lone showed his great surprise. His face 
tuined as pale as a sheet and then in a second 
fiushed, then paleness came again, and 
when Judge Clark called upon him 
to stand up and receive his sentence he trem- 
bled like an aspen. Tears ran down his 
cheeks, and every one present entertained 4 
feeling of sympathy. In sentencing Malone, 
Judge Clark stated that but for his crippled 
condition he would 
GIVE HIM SIX YEARS. 

As it was, he thought four years suflicient. 
Malone received his sentence and then sat 
dowv. His attorneys gave notice that they 
would move fora new trial and Malone was 
sert to jail. 

Malone’s history is a sad one.- He is a young 
man of good education and fine address, and 
bad the happy faculty ef making friends every- 
where he went. ; His family occupiés a fine 
social position and one of his brothersis now 
a railroad official of fine standing in 
an adjoining state. Several years 
ago Malone was running on the 
West Point railroad. One night 

HE FELL BETWEEN TWO CARS, 
and came out with his right arm mangled to 
the shoulder, and all of his left band crushed, 
except the little finger and the one next to'it. 
The accident happened near Hogansville, 
and Dr. Westmoreland went down 
the next morning and amputated 
the right arm near the shoulder and patched 
up the left hand so as to leave two fingers. 
Malone, much to the surprise of everyone, got 
well, He then sued the railroad and got 
#10,000. After securing the money he went 
to college. He 

WAS NATURALLY BRIGHT, 

and acquired a good education. He then came 
to Atlanta. Malone was fond of living well, 
and soon became the center of a large crowd 
of “friends.” Theseclung to him. He was 
open-handed with his money and spent it lav- 
ishly. No one came near him for relief 
or with a petition for help and went 
away empty handed. Of course his money 
could not last long and in the course of two 
years be found himself without a dollar. 
When his money was gone Malone’s friends 
began to desert him. Then he took 
time to think and aided by several 
gentlemen who knew that he 
COULD DO WELL, 
he obtained a position in the United States 
marsbal’s office. Here he went to work with 
a will that surprised every one, and for a time 
did well. But the associations and habits he 
had acquired when in affluence clung to 
him, and one night several months 
ago he went out with some of his old asso- 
ciates, and during the evening met England. 
upon whom he used a knife. The wound came 
near producing Engtand’s death, and for ten 
days Malone remained in jail awaiting 
the result of the wounds he 
had inflicted. Then England began to im- 
pr@ve, and Malone was released. He went to 
Macon, where he remained until a few weeks 
ago, when his bondsmen fearing that he in- 
tended to skip out, had kim brought 
beck to Atlanta. He was __ released, 
however, after reaching the city and retained 
his liberty until he was sentenced yes- 
terday. 

Malone’s brother has been telegraphed for 
and will reach the city today. An effort 
will be made to. secure his release 
upon bond until ‘the court has _  passel 
upon the motion for a new trial. Malone was 
so confident of an acquittal that be refused 
an offer to compromise the case. 

Although with only two fingers on tlie left 
hand, he is a fine penman and an expert bill- 
iard and pool player.
